being waged in China, establishing 
a new world record in political parti 
Wanship, 
riivna is going through i 
process of survival of

The 
one who comes forth at Hie end with 
the most reserve power will he the 
winner provided the others have been 
so weakened that they (annot com­ 
bine against him. 
It is this long 
proviso which has made the struggle 
for 
Chinese 
regeneration 
last 
so 
many years. 
Now, however, with six military 
leaders in the field, there is a possi 
bilify that one of them will emerge 
from the scrimmage on top of the 
others. 
The leaders have tentative 
ly combined three against three; but 
the combinations are only temporary 
Each man ig for himself and will 
break from his combination when h* 
thinks the time has come for him to 
triumph. 
The three domestic conflicts now 
operating are in the southern, north 
e m and central provinces. 
In the 
south Sun Yat Sen, Provisional Pres! 
dent of the South China Republic, I 
in revolt against all provincial gov 
ernors who challenge hig authority 
In the north, Chang Tao Lin, gover 
nor of Manchuria, has declared war 
against Tsao Hun, President of Chi 
na and Wu Pei Ftt, governor of the 
great province of Chill in which Pe 
kin is situated. 
In the center of 
China, Lu Vim Hsiang, governor of 
the province of Chekiang, immedi 
ately south of Shanghai, is engaged 
In 
hostilities 
against 
Chi 
Hsieh 
Yuan, governor of Kiangsu province 
where Shanghai is situated. 
Chang, Lu and Sun are trying to 
co-operate and Tsao, Wu and Chi are 
endeavoring to come to a 
mutual 
agreement. 
But, each of the six de 
sires his own preeminence to be rec 
ognized and insists on the others be 
ing subordinate to him. 
The only 
one of the six who has the courage 
to declare publicly this fact is Chang 
Tao Lin. 
He asserts his purpose is 
to make every Tuchun bow' to him 
and he will not be content until they 
do. 
He hag the best army in China 
but also he has the largest combina 
tion of enemies against him, because 
he is the strongest governor of the 
present time in his country. 
W hether Chang Tso Lin succeeds 
in dominating the situation and re 
organizing China or not his way will 
be the way of the leader who even 
tually does so.

nage had jumped to 2 4,717,01'0, sur­ 
passing that of the Sue* canal, which 
was 22,730,000. 
The net 
operating

Panama canal last year was $13,- 
299,292. 
This does not mean that 
the waterway is earning money for 
Uncle Sam, because it cost nearly 
$500,000,000,

At the rate which traffic is grow­ 
ing, however, this amount may be 
realized shortly, and meanwhile the 
canal is realizing the dream of Co­ 
lumbus. witli a sweep and a m agni­ 
tude of which he could not faintly 
conceive.— The Nation.

The ordinance de­ 
clared invalid restricted the licensing of peddlers to the sale of 
certain commodities ;;nd refused a license for the sale of certain 
commodities. 
Undoubtedly many are asking why tho council should intro­ 
duce an ordinance prohibiting outside concerns from selling in 
our city. The question is asked why, if these merchants save the 
people money, should they be disbarred. 
First, it is seldom that they do save the purchasers money. 
Occasionally they may, but many a purchaser has realized later 
that their dream of saving was shattered when they compared 
quality with what the local merchant oilers. 
The merchant has 
the ability to sell for a less expense than the great majority of 
transients, or house to house canvassers. 
This is the most ex­ 
pensive type of salesmanship. 
Then, there is a question of fairness. 
Here is a merchant 
doing business the year ’round. His taxes are so high they startle 
when it is realized what he pays and pay he must for good and bad 
seasons. As a consequence la* helps maintain the schools and the 
general organizations of our city. 
Besides, he is called upon to 
support every enterprise f urthering the interests of our city either 
with time or money or both. 
He is on the job all the time and 
would be greatly missed were he eliminated. 
The transient merchant comes in, pays a small fee for the 
time he actually operates, gathers in all the easy money he can, 
contributes nothing to the well being of our city and departs. 
It is generally recognized that Hie municipality which taxes 
a local merchant so generously should protect him too and in 
many states protection is given I rom transient merchants and 
irresponsible canvassers. 
Until such a time as this can be done legally, the loyalty of 
the average citizen should be for the local merchant.

The ordinance de­ 
clared invalid restricted the licensing of peddlers to the sale of 
certain commodities and refused a license for the sale of certain 
commodities. 
Undoubtedly many are asking why the council should intro­ 
duce an ordinance prohibiting outside concerns from selling in 
our city. 
The question is asked why, if these merchants save the 
people money, should they be disbarred. 
First, it is seldom that they do save the purchasers money. 
Occasionally they may, but many a purchaser has realized later 
that their dream of saving was shattered when they compared 
quality with what the local merchant oilers. 
The merchant has 
the ability to sell for a less expense than the great m ajority of 
transients, or house to house canvassers. 
This is the most ex­ 
pensive type of salesmanship. 
Then, there is a question of fairness. 
Here is a merchant 
doing business the year ’round. 
His taxes are so high they startle 
when it is realized what he pays and pay he must for good and bad 
seasons. 
As a consequence he helps maintain the schools and the 
general organizations of our city. 
Besides, he is called upon to 
support every enterprise furthering the interests of our city either 
with time or money or both. 
He is on the .job all the time and 
would be greatly missed were he eliminated. 
The transient merchant comes in, pays a small fee for the 
time he actually operates, gathers in all the easy money lie can, 
contributes nothing to the well being of our city and departs. 
It is generally recognized that the municipality which taxes 
a local merchant so generously should protect him too aud in 
many states protection is given from transient merchants and 
irresponsible canvassers. 
Until such a time as this can be done legally, the loyalty of 
the average citizen should be for the local merchant.

"Cut Your W eeds,” 
Says Commissioner 
Holmberg in Bulletin 


In p arts of the State frost 
has 
Peen severe enough to kill all Vege­ 
tatio n — even th e weeds have been In 
part or w'holly destroyed. 
In still 
other p a rts of Minnesota frost will 
be delayed and plants will continue 
to grow. 
“ No use now to go to any expense 
or trouble to cu t weeds. 
They have 
been or soon wdll be killed by frost,” 
this is a common expression. 
Bu! 
it is as erroneous as it is common 
Fact 
is there never was a bet tot 
chance to kill weeds th an right now. 
Weed seeds by the m illions will be 
m atured between now and freezing 
w eather in October and November. 
On the o ther hand, peculiar to fail 
conditions, m any seeds are still held 
on the plant and can be destroyed. 
Thus, a goodly portion of the 1925 
weeds m ay be prevented from m a­ 
terializing by cu tting and b u rn in g 
the weeds now found in tlx* fields, 
along th e roads, In w aste places and 
in yards. 
M any a field has been i n ­ 
fested 
w ith 
noxious 
weeds 
n y 
thoughtlessly hauling weed infested 
barnyard or paddock cleaning in the 
fall of the year. 
Ow ing to the lateness of the season 
this year much rem ains possible to 
do to kill 
weeds. 
Canada thistles 
are yet in bloom 
So are many o ther 
noxious weeds. 
Cut them down aud 
burn them. 
Disc the stubble lands, 
mow and burn the weeds an d brush 
on the road sides. 
And then! ev e ry ­ 
one has seen patches of weeds left 
standing in grain fields because the 
farmers d id n ’t w a n t to h arv est them 
along W’ith the grain. 
Mow these 
down and burn them. 
Don’t think 
of plowing u n d er all the weed seeds 
to be found in such places. 
Clean up around where th e sepa­ 
rator stood. 
Do no* haul th e “clean 
ip ” i nt o the field or barn yard wrher<- 
later all its weed seeds will find a 
w a y to t h e field in m anure. 
H aul 
it to some “du m p ” or otherw ise keep 
it safe from getting scattered in the 
fields. 
A farm er should clean house 
every fall just as religiously as th# 
woman cleans bouse each year in Hie 
fall. 
The town chairm an is the local in- 
speetor. 
Let th'- people co-operate 
with him in fighting weeds, notify 
him w hen weed patches are being 
left uncut or otherw ise de.-troyed. 
October 15th is th#- date set by the 
law a.s th e last day of the weed sea- 
on.
